With a manager 
elected by the association, there woul 
be no quarreling, provided he did bis 
duty in an impartial way. 

There are in town today five baseball 
organizations. If an association wa 
formed pea all these clubs:joined, a first 
class téam could be picked, the best 
players making it by being tried out 
and selected by‘ committee. ; 

This would not necessarily Mean that 
the men who did not make. the first 
team would not play, but games could 
easily be arranged for sevéral «minor 
teams, and the game would be of-much 
more interest’to the spectator. 

With the fine new baseball diamoni 
which is to be laid out on the playsteal 
for the use of the town fellows, it seems 
to me that the only fair way to arrange 
for the occupancy of it for the day 
would be to have it under the control of 
officers elected by the association. In 
most of ‘the towns around here there 
are associations or clubs. In North At 
dover, Ballardvale, Reading, and North 
Reading the interest is very keen, and 
from all reports the best_results come to 
these towns from such organizations. 

It is my desire to see an Andover
